The  live -birth  rate  was  equal  to  11.43  per  lOOO  of  the 
population  compared  with  16,7  per  ICOO  of  the  popula  biori 
in  England  and  Vi/ales. 

There  was  one  still -birth  registered  making  a still-bir 
rate  of  0,36  per  1000  of  the  population  compared  with  a 
still-birth  rate  of  0,39  per  1000  of  the  population  for 
England  and  Wales. 

DEATHS . The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  .year  was 
41.  Males  - 25  Females  - 16.

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  one  female  legitimate  birth  making  a rate  of 
32.2  per  1000  live-births  compared  With  a rate  of  32 
per  1000  live-births  in  E-'gland  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea 
in  infants  under  two  years  of  age.  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  being  3.0  per  1000  live -births. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal,  post-abortion 
sepsis  or  other  Maternal  deaths.

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district, most  of  the 
hospital  cases  are  sent  to  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey 
Infirmary,  The  County  Hospital,  Bangor,  23  miles  away,  nr'^to  the 
Stanley  Hospital,  Holyhead,  20  miles  away. 


Cases  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases  are  admitted 
into  the  County  Isolation  Hospital,  Llangefni,  and  the  premises  are 
disinfected  b^?"  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Cases  not  fit  to  travel  by  public  service  vehicles  are 
removed  into  hospital  by  Ambulances  or  Cars,  controlled  by  the 
Ambulance  Committee  of  the  local  health  Authority  which  is  the  County 
Council,  One  Ambulance  is  statir^nod  locally  and  is  in  a much  better 
running  condition  than  the  one  mentioned  in  my  last  report. 

^ . Cases  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  the 

e cc  m Inflrmar^r,  Bangor,  where  clinics  are  held  twice  a week  for  both 
halo  and  Female  cases  and  the  tracing  of  contacts  and  follow-up  of 
defaulters  are  also  satisfactorily  done.

HO USING. 

There  are  92  Council  houses  in  the  area.  5 Council  houses 
were  completed  during  the'  year,  and  28  houses  out  of  the  number  of 
92  proposed  to  be  built  on  "Gwaith  Hills"  Estate  are  now  in  the 
course  of  erection. 

Four  private  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  four 
in  the  course  of  erection. 

V/ith  the  building  of  Council  Houses  the  general  standard  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  has  definitely  improved,  but  there  are 
a fair  number  of  families  still  living  in  condemned  houses.
